Projects Costing an Aggregate of $7,. 


693,778 Were Approved During 


Month of July. 


Uoail projects in IS states, totaling 


more than 205 miles and costing an 
aggregate of $7,003,778, or on average 
of over $29,000 per mile, were ap- 
proved during July by the bureau of 
public roads, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, fo,r federal aid, 
according to the bureau's publication, 
"Public Roads," just off the prc^s..The 
total federal aid approved for these 
projects is placed at $3,023,152, the re- 
mainder of the cost being borne by the 
states. 


All told, there were 66 such proj- 


ects approved during the month. New 
York led with 80, Pennsylvania came 
sec'ond with seven, and Kentucky and 
South'Carolina tied for third with five 
projects each. Four Texas projects 
were approved; New Mexico, Washing- 
ton and Wisconsin had two each, and 
Arizona,.
